Under the new plan, the four- 
m an government will assume all of 
Hitler's powers and duties. 
Under the proposed set-up, Goer­ 
ing would become chief of the suc­ 
cession government, and in case of 
his death a new government leader 
would to1 elected among the rem ain­ 
ing three. Bormann was suggested 
as Goering s probable successor in 
the advices reaching Sweden, 
Although Hitler's health has ad­ 
mittedly been sorely iried by the 
development« of the war, the dis­ 
patches from Berlin declare that 
appointment of his successors is not 
caused by any present fear concern­ 
ing his condtion.

JUSTICE AND REAL ESTATE 
In the past two years the courts 
of Lawrence County have added a 
new line of business, that of selling 
real estate. In that time scores of 
properties have been .sold by the 
court for delinquent taxes. Bv now 
¡Judge Braham has a general knowl­ 
edge of the value of real estate in 
the county, what makes it valuable 
and why folks want to redeem it. 
Each case is handled entirely upon 
its own. Many times a iormer own­ 
er has appeared and asked to pur­ 
chase the property which had re- 
’ verted to the county commissioners 
for lack of lax payment. 
Sometimes the property is sold for 
the back taxes, penalties and inter­ 
est, 
Sometimes, in the interests of 
justice and fair play, the property 
goes back to the former owner at a 
compromise price, which may not 
be the equivalent of the taxes, pen­ 
alties and interest. 
It it does there 
is always a sound reason for it. 
Judge Braham has insisted that 
the sale of any such properties be 
given the widest publicly. 
The sale 
is advertised and a day set for the 
sale by the county commissioners. 
A price i" offered and this price 
is referred to the court for adjudica­ 
tion. A hearing is always held, tes­ 
timony taken and in many cases 
judgment is withheld until further 
investigation can be made. 
One example of the care taken to 
insure fair dealing is the sale of 
properties in West Pittsburg which 


| is now before the court. The com­ 
missioners set a day to take bids on 
1257 vacant lots and 35 buildings in 
West Pittsburg. 
After considerable 
bidding, Ralph Andrews bid $21.000 
which was the iast and highest bid. 
The proceedings went before the 
■ court and Judge Braham took tes- 
! timony. 
He then stated that he 
and Judge Lamoree would view the 
premises in West Pittsburg to de­ 
termine if the price was fair. 
In 
the meantime another bid of $25.000 
is being made by J. Clyde Gilfillan. 
Before the sale is consumated there 
may yet be other bids raising the i 
$25,000 
There have been cases where peo­ 
ple have come in and offered a 
compromise on the taxes and the j 
compromise has been accepted. This 
was usually the case of a home own­ 
er who through no fault of his ! 
own had lost his home and was 
now 
in shape to resume paying 
taxes. 
The court has held in such 
cases that 
the just thing to do 
would be to accept the compromise 
?~Hi return the property to the tax­ 
able list. 
One thing is certain. 
In Law­ 
rence county the sale of properties 
for delinquent taxes is strictly on 
the level, There is no hiding oi the 
sale advertisement, no accepting a 
, friend s bid and closing it out in a 
hurry. 
The sales are open to am 
person who wants to bid and in the 
majority of the cases the high bid­ 
der gets the property only after a 
complete investigation of the facts.
